MEfflRAMDTJM FOR THE EXECUTIVE SECRETAEI, USCIB 
SUBJECT: Possible Compromise of COKEHT Information 

1. On 2 September 1953, a cryptosecurity violation occurred at 
the 15th Radio Squadron Mobile, Ashiya Air Force Base, Japan. On 
that date, portions of four messages, classified COHFIDEHTIAL, were 
enciphered in depth and transmitted over communication circuit composed 
of radio and wire links to the Director, National Security Agency. 

Since the relevant transmissions were not immune from interception, the 
information concerned must be considered con^romised: 

2. The four messages Involved were Daily Coverage Reports which 
if intercepted, and the depths located, could result in the disclosure 
of much of the activities of this particular station as to their inter- 
cept coverage. 

3* Appropriate instructions have been issued to prevent a 
recurrence of violations of this type. 

4. The Director, GCHQ has been requested to inform the appropri- 
ate UE authorities.

MEIORilNDUM FOB THE EXECUTIVE SECRETAEI, USCIB 
SUBJECT: Possible Coinpramise of OOMINr Information 

1. On 2u November 1953, a communication security violation 
occurred at the 7th Weather Group, Ebmendorf Air Force Base, Alaska. 

On that date, a portion of a message, classified TOP SECEffiT COI!BWOEQ), 
was transmitted inadvertently in the clear over a circuit composed 
of a dual terminal cable, physically located within the limits of 
Elmendorf Air Force Base, to the Joint Communication Center at the 
same station. Since the relevant transmission was not immune fron 
interception, the isaformatlon concerned must be considered ccmy>romi^ed. 

2. While the violation is not indicative of COMINT success, 
association of the TOP SEC32ET CODEWGBD used with Special Weather 
Intelligence is involved. 

3* Appropriate instructions have been issued to jn^event a 
recurrence of violations of this type. 

4« The Director, G(^Q, has been requested to infom appropriate 
UK authorities.
